J.  Taylor,- an  Eastern  Canadian  Rhodes 
scholar  at  Oxford,  has  becii  playiniEr'.a 
llttle^  English  Rugb.y.

"I  speak  from  a  limited'  knowledge 
of  the  game,  but  from  the  way., I  feel 
after  It  1  don't  think  I  will  ever  have 
any  more,  knowledge  and  mu.st  judge 
it  at  present.  I  {hiiik  we  could  do  well 
with  a  body  of  backs  who  could  dodge 
and  pass  as  well  as  the  KngUsh,  and 
who  were  trained  to  kick  pn  the  run. 
Also,  the  dribble  is  a  useful  play.  The 
great  point  in  favor  of  the  English 
stylo  is  that  it  is  easily  learned.  The 
.\nierican  stylo  Is  most  scientific  and' 
requires  most  practice,  and  the  Can- 
adian Is  a  combination  of  all  the  in- 
terest of  strategy,  with  a  great  deal  of 
actual  fast  play.  The  English  game, 
although  repaying  practice  also.  Is  om? 
which  is  fast.  uncertain,  but  not 
scientific"." 

Little  comment  is  needed  on  J.  Tay- 
lor's opinion  of  the  English  game.  Ho 
himself  confesses  to  a  limited  kno^vl- 
edge  of  it.  That  much  must  be  evident 
to  anyone  who  is  at  all  acquainted  with 
the  English  code.  The  point  he  at- 
tempts to  make  In  stating  that  the 
game,  lacks  science  Is  too  ridiculous  to 
be  taken  seriously.  It  is.  in  the.  writer's 
opinion,  In  that  particular  respect  that 
English  Rugby  surpasses  all  kindred 
sports.

Marsters,  .skipper  of  the  British  bark 
Battle  Abbey,  burned  at  sea,  who"  wa.s 
picked  up  with  his  crew  by  tho  Qerman 
bark  ICilhek,  tell.''  tlu-  foilon-ing  -rriry  ,,r 
tlie  dL-^aster: 

■•On  October  is  we  cleared  from  .New- 
castle and  enjoyed  the  best  of  weather 
for  the  first  three  wcek.s.  Everything 
was  .snug  aboard  and  a  record  aau 
acrosB  was  expected.  T  think  wc  had 
been  out  about  three  weeks  when'  flro 
was  reported  in  the  liold.  The  coal  had 
caught  fire. 

"The  temperature  ijcunn  lo  rise  rapid- 
ly and  although  wc  took  every  means 
at  our  disposal  the  lire  spread  rapidly. 
On  the  day  we  deserted  the  vessel  and 
took  to  tlie  boats  the  tcmpcratur-L'  was 
138  degrees.  We  abandoned  the  ship 
becau.sc    an    explosion    was    imminent, 

"The  weather  changed  for  tho  worse 
the  day  before  we  launched  our  boats 
and  when  we  were  Hnally  adrift  Ihe 
seas  were  running  high.  T'w  first  boat 
wc  put  over  Uie  side  was  smn.shcd.  Tlic 
secijnd  one  wc  got  over,  but  stove  a  hole 
In  lier  before  w"  ha<l  h»r  loose  from  the 
davfts.  The  third  boat  was  our  only 
salvation  and  we  thanked  our  star.s 
when  wo  were  safe  from  the  burning 
vessel.  Though  wc  had  not  sighted 
shore  for  eoveral  day.s.  l  would  .ludRc 
we  were  300   miles  out  tn  sea. 

■"With  waler  and  provisions  enough  to 
last  jicveral  .lays  we  pointed  our  nose 
toward  shore  and  put  on  sail.  That 
nflomoon  we  encountorefl  tlie  heaviest 
gale  we  had  struck  since  weighing  an- 
dior  In  Newcastle.  Waves  broke  over 
the  boat  and  we  were  drenclied  to  the 
skin.  But  we  all  .stood  the  strain  nobly 
and  1  have  die  highest  praise  for  every 
one  of  U.S— the  wife  and  the  kiddies  and 
crew   are  a   family    to   be   prcud   of. 

"We  put  off  from  the  Battle  .Abbey  nl 
about  six  bells  on  tlie  morning  of  Wed- 
nesday, and  it  was  about  midday  Fri- 
day before  wo  sighted  the  Eilbek.  Tlie 
boat  was  put  about  and  we  crossed  the 
ship's  course.  They  sighted  u.s  pi^on 
after.  * 

•'I  tell  you  when  I  climbed  up  aboard 
lliat  vessel  after  I  had  seen  my  family 
and  crew  safe  on  her  decks,  it  certainly 
was  a  lond  off  my  chest.  Dry  clothing 
and  warm  food  made  a  difference  In  our 
condition,  1  tell  you,  and  snug  aboard 
that  tine  vessel  as  we  w«re,  we  felt  just 
as   good   aa   ever. 

"My  ship  has  surely  blown  up  by 
this  time.  She  was  smoking  fore  and 
aft  when  we  left  her  atvd  gas  was  gen- 
erating tar^.  That  coal  we  had  sboard 
was  the  worst  that  could  be  loaded  out 
ot  Newow*-''"  "
